To the Inhabitants of the Town of Merrimack, in the 
County of Hillsboro, in said state, qualified to vote in town 


affairs : 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House 
in said Merrimack, on Tuesday, the ninth day of March 
next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects : 


Art. 1 To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


Art. 2 To raise such sums of money 2s may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and 
make appropriation of the same. 


Art. 3 To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to repair roads and bridges. 

Act. 4 Tosee if the town will vote to raise or appro- 
priate the amount of money necessary to secure state aid 
.to complete south side highway, or take any action there- 
to. 


Art. 5 To see if the town will vote to raise or appro- 
riate the amount of money necessary to secure state aid 
for the maintenance of state highways, or take any action 
thereto.

Art. 6 To seeif the town will raise or appropriate a 
sum sufficient to erect a permanent concrete bridge across 
Baboosic brook to replace the so called McGaw bridge on 
main highway between the village of Merrimack and 
Reeds Ferry and as far as possible do away with the pres- 
ent dangerous curve, or take any action thereto. 

Art. T To seeif the town will vote to raise or appro- 
priate a sum sufficient to rebuild west abutment on Melvin 
bridge or take any action thereto. 


Art. 8 To see if the town will vote to raise or appro- 
priate a sum sufficient to erect signboards at all junctions 
of main thorough fares in order to comply with the law or 
take any action thereto. 


Art. 9 To see whatsum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the Town Library. 


Art. 10 ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the use of the James S. Thornton Post, G. A. 
R. for Memorial Day. 


Art. 11 Tosee what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the suppression of gypsy and brown tail moth. 


Art. 12 To see if the town will vote to allow a dis- 
count on the early payment of taxes. 


Art. 18 To see if the town will vote to appropriate 
the tax received by the town on the Gage fund from the 
savings banks for the year ending Feb. 15, 1915 and add 
the same to the income of said fund. 


Art. 14 To see if the town will vote to raise or ap- 
propriate a sum of money sufficent to bear its share of

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 
To THE SCHOOL BOARD AND CITIZENS OF MERRIMACK : 


I have the honor of submitting to you my first report 
of your schools. 

The State Legislature now in session at Concord has 
under consideration an act defining the specific duties of 
School Boards and Superintendents. This fact precludes 
any discussion of these specific duties and powers. 


THE SUPERINTENDENT'S AID To TEACHERS 


Dr. Emerson E. White has clearly stated the Super- 
intendent’s most helpful aid to teachers, “The most help- 
ful supervision does not dictate or prescribe details; but it 
asks for results and then so instructs; inspires and guides 
teachers, that they freely put their best thought and effort, 
into whatever they do. This means professional progress, 
growth in skill, and increasing success.” 


THE TEACHER, THE ESSENTIAL FACTOR. 


The essential factor in the school work is the teacher, 
whose duty naturally falls under three heads, organization 
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discipline and instruction. It is obviously the duty of the 
teacher to see that the premises, buildings and school fur- 
niture are kept clean ; the school rooms properly warmed 
and ventilated; to classify the scholars, to draw up a daily 
time table giving the time and length of each recitation; a 
definite study program, as well as a definite recitation pro- 
gram, that each pupil may know exactly what he should be 
doing “now,” and that the teacher should know what each 
pupil is doing ‘‘now;” to promptly open and close school; to 
require quiet deportment of the scholars in the building and 
on the recreation grounds; to train the pupil to a prudent 
use oi supplies and to strictly make out the school register 
as required by law. ( Less than five percent of the regis- 
ters given to me this year were completely and accurately 
kept. ) 

The discipline of a school should be mild but firm, 
The teacher who would inculcate habits of punctuality, 
orderliness and courtesy must himself practice these 
virtues. 

The third element, instruction, is the aim and end of 
good organization and discipline. 
The great aimin school as in after-school life, is getting 
the work done, human adjustment, accomplishing the task. 

Every teacher owes it as a duty to his pupils to bea 
student of the best works on methods of instruction and 
school management; a reader of the best school journals; — 
an attendant at the teacher’s convention, both state and 
county. If the teacher would secure the greatest returns 
for his labors he must show that he is interested in the 
subjects taught for the pupils welfare and progress, and 
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work patiently, consistently, persistently and sympathet- 
ically with him. 


PARENTS DUTIES. 


Parents should visit the school which their children 
attend. Without this they can have no accurate idea 
of the affairs in the school room. By visiting the school 
they can see the standing of their children and will become 
more interested in the work of the school. This display of 
interest on the part of parents will quicken the pupiis to 
diligence and the teacher to a greater activity. 


REPORT CARDS. 


The attention of parents is particularly called to 
the Report Cards brought home by the children. These 
cards give the pupils standing in his studies, also his de- 
portment and instances of tardiness and half-days absence 
during the preceding period and are the schools’ means of 
keeping the parents informed of what the chiidren are do- 
ing. 

I would urge parents to examine carefully each item 
and to investigate immediately any unsatisfactory report 
by consulting the teacher. 

An intelligent co-operation of home and_ school is 
earnestly desired. 


TRUANCY AND IRREGULAR ATTENDANCE. 


Truancy and irregular attendance, tardiness and dis- 
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inissals, are the great school evils. Truancy of the pupil 
tends to crime in later life. Parents, teachers and school 
officers should conscientiously guard against these habits. 

I desire to call your attention to the urgent need of 
a beautiful schocl home, of curriculum enriched by the 
introduction of manual training, domestic science and 
elementary agriculture, of making each school home a 
social center. 


In general I have found the teachers willing workers 
and the pupils making a commendable degree-of progress. 

In conclussion [| wish to express my appreciation to 
the Citizen’s School Board, Teachers and Pupils for their 
cordial support.

yentlemen, 


I herewith submit my third annual report. 

The total enrollment jof pupils for the present 
year is thirty-seven, three more than last year. Of 
this number it is expected that eight will be graduated 
next June. 

The work of the pupils has been in some few cases 
unsatisfactory to the principal, and the cause of this is due 
to the same fault to which I have called attention in my 
two previous reports, namely: lack of home study. Until 
the parents will co-operate with the teacher by seeing that 
the pupil does a reasonable amount of study at home 
each day, the school will be unable to confer upon the 
pupil the maximum benefit. 

The installation of electric lights at the beginning ‘of 
the school year has removed one of the worst disadvantages 
with which we had to contend, poor light upon cloudy 
days. The rooms can now be adequately lighted at al] 
times. This improvement is appreciated by both teachers 
and students. 


Early in the school year the water supply ran low 
and failed completely before the end of the first term. 
This condition still continues. Some arrangement for an 
unfailing supply of good water is an imperative necessity 
in the immediate future. 

The question of establishing courses in agriculture 
and domestic science will come before the voters of the 
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School District again for consideration this year. I sincere- 
ly hope that the citizens will give this matter due and 
careful consideration. A considerable number of second- 
_ ary schools in this state have introduced courses in some 

forms of the Manual Arts during the past year, and it 
seems probable that such courses will be offered in practi- 
cally all secondary schools in the near future. Would it 
not be better for us to be leaders among the schools intro- 
ducing such courses rather than followers after the action 
of a majority of the High schools of the state shall have 
practically forced such action upon us?
